One feature is to be particularly 
emembered 'by those who hold 
money orders 
and intend 
to have 


hem cashed at some -other office than 
t the one at which they are made. 
payable 
This 
feature 
of the new 


method, to be remembered, is that 
t the end of the 30 days the money 
rder cannot be castled at any office 
ther than the one at which it wa« 
ade payable 
Naturally the question has been 


raised 'How about lost money 
or- 


ers'" 
In the event a money order is lost, 
e method of procedure is practlcr 
lly the same as now, that is the one 
ho 
made out the money 
order 


nakes application for a duplicate 
iioney order and can immediately ob- 
aln a duplicate upon furnishing bond 
for double the amount of the money 
order. 


If this Is not convenient the other 


method is to wait for a period of 
36 days when the duplicate will be 
issued 


As previously stated the allowance, 


of 30 oSya" in which to ca*a i 
order anywhere In tne country limits 
the payment of the money order any- 
where- else ' than at the- place on 
which, it was drawn 
Therefore, in 


event of an application for a lost 
money order, if the applicant waits. 
a& he or she Is required, for 38 days,, 
there can be no cashing of two money 
orders 
On the other hand, It an ap- 


plicant for a lost money order fur- 
nishes bond In double the amount of 
the money order and such a lost 
money order should show up and b» 
paid and also the duplicate be paid. 
the bond for double the amount pa'd 
by the applicant would always Insure 
the government against loss 


By this plan and arrangement it is 


evident that the department has 
taken every precaution not to be 
worked by any scheme on the part of 
anyone possibly inclined to defraud 
by making application for 
a dupli- 


cate money order claiming the origl-

DREEING OUT RIVER FRONT 


RETIRING CITY COUNCIL SEES 


WAY TO GET 
IMPROVEMENT 


AND TAKES MONEY FROM A 


SPECIAL FUND. 


Taking what is probably the only 


possible course to get the dredge 
now working south of the city to 
dredge out the river front, the re- 
tiring city council at the special me.t- 
ing held Tuesday night made an ap- 
propr^aticn of $2,000 from the 
fire 


and water fund of the coming year 
to be used in dredging out the river 
along the seawall for the purpose of 
making an available supply of water 
for fighting fire at all tide stages. 


In making up the budget for the 


coming year an effort was made to 
cut other appropriations enough to 
provide for 
the dredging out of a 


channel along the seawall, but it was 
found impossible to cut the approp- 
riations sufficient to provide enough 
money to take care of this 
work, 


even if the property owners along the 
river front are made to pay part of 
the expense 


The present opportunity to get' a 


channel cut along the seawall Is prob- 
ably the best that will ever be offer- 
ed to the city, as the big dredge is 
now straightening the channel of the 
river south of New Smyrna and will 
be through with that job by early fall. 
The proposition to do the dredging 
here as soon as the work to the 
south is finished was put up to the 
city council by the captain of 
the 


dredge In the light that it could be 
done cheaper now than at any future 
time because the expense of bringing 
the dredge here for the work could 
be eliminated 


The proposition is to dredge a 


channel five feet deep at 
low tide 


an4 45 feet wide, which will perm't 
the passage of almost any boats which 
pass up and down the river It is pro- 
posed to begin the dredging at tbe 
cltV dock bridge at the foot of Canal 
street and carry it south as far as 
possible with the money available, 
openffig 
a channel from the main 


channel of the river, which will give 
ample room for all yachts and boats 
to -come up to tbe seawall and tie up 
at any point 


It is expected that the greater part 


of the material taken out by 
the 


dredge -can b% used for paving pur- 
poses/ either on the city streets or 
county' roads, and the disposition of 
this material will bring 
in 
some 


money which can be applied on the 
expense of tbe dredging 


While- th« amount of $2,000 Is ap- 


propriated by the retiring city coun 
ell from the fire and water fund for 
the purpose of doing the dredging, it 
is optional 
with the new council 


whether the money shall be spent for 
this purpose, and it will bq up to the 
new council to prepare and pass the 
ordinance 
compelling the property 


owners along the river Sront to pay 
their proportion of the dredging ex- 
pense.

Effective last Wednesday, July J, 


the new postoffice money order regu- 
lations are now in force, the most 
Important change in the general rule* 
being that a money order may Raw- 
be cashed at any money order office- 
in the country. 


This method was in vogue and op- 


e/ation some years ago but' was soon 
after withdrawn, the plan, however, 
meeting with favor wltb many people 
and in many instances being of the 
greatest convenience That this is a 
popular wish of the public grati- 
fied and will receive a thorough trial 
s evidently tbe idea of the postoffice 
department 


One feature is to be particularly 


remembered by those who hold 
money orders 
and Intend to have 


them cashed at some -other office than 
at the one at which they are made 
payable 
This 
feature 
of the new 


method, to be remembered, is that 
at the end of the 30 days the money 
order cannot be castled at any offlce> 
other than the one at which it wa» 
made payable 


Naturally the question has been 


raised 'How about lost money or- 
ders'" 


In the event a money order is lost, 


the method of procedure is practlcr 
ally the same as now, that is the one 
who 
made out the money 
order 


nakes application for a duplicate 
money order and can immediately ob- 
tain a duplicate upon furnishing bond 
tor double the amount of the money 
order. 
' If this is not convenient the other 
method is to wait for a period ot 
36 days when the duplicate will bo- 
issued 


As previously stated the allowance, 


of 30 Bays' in which to cash «MK>neji»~ 
order anywhere In the country limits 
the payment of the money order any- 
where' else ' than at the- place OB 
which, it was drawn Therefore, in 
event of an application for a lost 
money order, If the applicant waits, 
as- he or she Is required, for 38 day*,, 
there can be no cashing of two money 
orders 
On the other hand, it an ap- 


plicant for a lost money order lur- 
niah«s bond in double the amount ot 
the mon-ey order and such a lost 
money order should show up and be- 
paid ah<J also the duplicate be paid, 
the bond for double the amount pa'd 
by the applicant would always Insure 
the government against loss 


By this plan and arrangement it is 


evident that the department has 
taken every precaution not to be 
worked by any scheme on the part of 
anyone possibly inclined to defraud 
by making application for 
a dupli- 


cate money order claiming the origt- 


was lost when it was known by 


the applicant not to be lost.

A WORN SUBJECT 


At the risk of wearing holes In • 


subject already tbreadbare, the atate 
board of health IB again calling at 
tention to the matter of malaria in 
Florida. 


There ar several features of this 


affliction which can hardly be too fre- 
quently emphasized. The first Is that 
It Is unnecessary, entirely unnecessary 
—no one need have It if he doesn't 
want to. 
Second, It la a very un- 


economic disease, in that it reduces 
to a low stage the physical aud men- 
tal productiveness of the individual 
reduces his energy, his desire and bis 
ambition to accomplish, far below the 
normal. While the disease is not con- 
sidered fatal to any large degree, it 
lowers the resisting force and makes 
easier the way for the entrance of 
more serious ailments. 
I 


There is no scale by which- the 


weakening capacity of malaria may be 
measured, but 
no one who has 


watched Intelligently the progress of 
the disease in even a few cases, can 
fall to have noted this effect. 


The malarial parasite has been 


Identified under the microscope. Its 
picture has been taken and its habits 
have been definitely described. Not 
only has the medical profession pro 
vlded a simple cure for the disease, 
but, 
better yet, it has discovered a 


method of prevention. It has been es- 
tablished as a fact that if once this 
parasite could be completely eradi- 
cated from any given section, the dis- 
ease itself would disappear, never to 
return except by importation. It has 
>een done within certain well known 
imits in several foreign countries. 


So often has the cycle of malarial 


nfection and reinfection been 
de- 


icrlbed, that a repetition can bring 
nformation to few intelligent Flori- 
lians. The parasite exists in the blood 
of the human patient. By the bite of 
he anopheles mosquito the parasite 
s taken Into the system of the mos- 
quito where it passes through a period 


d process of further development, 


and by the bite of the same mosquito 
t is transmitted Into the blood of a 
new human victim. The process is 
epeated indefinitely and the disease 
s spread through a constantly widen- 
ng circle of human beings. 


To interrupt this cycle of develop- 


ment at any stage is to interupt and 
top the disease. 
To prevent the in- 


culatlon of the mosquito by the hu- 
lan host, and the prevent the Inocu- 
ation of the new human victim by 
he infected mosquito—that's all there 
s to it. The matter is resolved down 
0 the very simple proposition—don't 
How yourself to be bitten by the 


mosquito. 


In the particular case of the ano- 
heles the matter is made even more 
imple by the known fact that its 
rorking hours are confined strictly to 
le early evening and the night. 
What's the remedy? 
SCREENS! That's the solution, 


imple and safe and complete.] The 
nly precaution to bo added Is thai 
he screens should not be put up as 


you were building a chicken house, 


ull of holes and loose around the 
dges. They should Be made literally 
osquito-proof. -s At all the windows 
nd outside doors and around 
the 


orcli that is used as a sitting room in 
he evening, over the beds and at 
very place where the Insect may 
ain admission to the members of the 
amlly. The screen is a necessary 
art of the Florida house; no home 
1 this state is safe or comfortable 
ithout it. 
And it should be con- 


tracted and fitted to its place with 
s much care as the front door or the 
Inflows in their casings. 
It Is the duty of the individual to 
void malaria, a duty that each one 
wes to himself and to the commun- 
y in which he lives.

COMPULSORY EDUCATION 


FOR SOUTHERN STATES 


A vigorous plea, for compulsory 


school attendance laws in the south- 
ern states is made by William H. 
Hand, state higjh school inspector for 
South Carolina, in the bulletin just 
Issued by the United States bureau 
of educatiop. After pointing out that 
the six states still without compul- 
sory laws—South Carolina, 
Georgia, 


Florida, 
Alabama, 
Mississippi and 


Texas, and tine four states with com- 
pulsory laws that apply only partial- 
y—Maryland, Virginia, Arkansas and 
Louisiana—are all southern states, 
Mr. Hand presents statistics showing 
hat although illiteracy has been re- 
duced rapidly In these states wiyhin 
he last two decades, they still have 
he highest percentages of illiteracy 
among the white population. 


"Th« figures 
can have but one 


meaning," declares Mr. Hand. "They 
how that compulsory education re- 
uces illiteracy. 
"The opponents of compulsory «du- 
ation insist that the people will send

tention to the matter of malaria in 
Florida. 


There ar several features of this 


affliction which can hardly be too fre- 
quently emphasized. The first is that 
it Is unnecessary, entirely unnecessary 
—no one need have It if he doesn't 
want to. 
Second, It is a very un- 


economic disease, in that it reduces 
to a low stage the physical and men- 
tal productiveness of the Individual, 
reduces his energy, his desire and bis 
ambition to accomplish, far below the 
normal. While the disease is not con- 
sidered fatal to any large degree, it 
lowers the resisting force and makes 
easier the way for the entrance of 
more serious ailments. 
I 


There is no scale by which- the 


weakening capacity of malaria may be 
measured, 
but 
no one who has 


watched Intelligently the progress of 
the disease in even a few cases, can 
fall to have noted this effect. 


The malarial 
parasite has been 


identified under the microscope. Its 
picture has been taken and its habits 
have been definitely described. Not 
only has the medical profession pro- 
vided a simple cure for the disease, 
but, better yet. It has discovered a 
method of prevention. It has been es- 
tablished as a fact that if once this 
parasite could be completely eradi- 
cated from any given section, the dis- 
ease itself would disappear, never to 
return except by importation. It has 
been done within certain well known 
limits in several foreign countries. 


So often has the cycle of malarial 


infection and reinfection been 
de- 


scribed, that a repetition can bring 
information to few intelligent Flori- 
dians. The parasite exists in the blood 
of the human patient. By the bite of 
the anopheles mosquito the parasite 
is taken Into the system of the mos- 
quito where it passes through a period 
and process of further development, 
and by the bite of the same mosquito 
it is transmitted into the blood of a 
new human victim. The process is 
repeated indefinitely and the disease 
s spread through a constantly widen- 
ing cirjle of human beings. 


To interrupt this cycle of develop- 


ment at any stage is to interupt and 
stop the disease. 
To prevent the in- 


oculation of the mosquito by the hu- 
man host, and the prevent the inocu- 
lation of the new human victim by 
the infected mosquito—that's all there 
is to it. The matter is resolved down 
to the very simple proposition—don't 
allow yourself to be bitten by the 
mosquito.

The nation-wide 
call for a "safe and sane" celebration 
of that day has lessened the old-time 
larvest ot death, but it hasn't stopped 
it—not yet. 


The two principal classes of suffer- 


ers from these patriotic excesses are 
the small boy, ranging in years from 
10 to 12 up to 40 and 50, and the "In- 
nocent bystander."
